Farm groups support relaxed 
federal water use restrictions 


Groups representing 
users of ! federally subsi¬ 
dized irrigation water, 
testified before Congress i»> 
support of legislation to 
relax federal ‘ water use 
restrictions. 

The legislation would 
amend the 1902 Water 
Reclamation Act, a, law 


designed to promote agri¬ 
cultural development of 
arid regions in the West 
through construction of 
federally subsidized irriga¬ 
tion water projects. 

The 1902 law sets a 
160-acre limit par family 
member on the. amount of 
land receiving subsidized 


irrigation water that an in¬ 
dividual farm family can 
own. However, that acre¬ 
age " limitation has never 
been enforced in most areas 
of the 17 western states 
receiving reclamation 
water.

USDA Seven-State 
Cattle-On-Feed Report was 
neutral for near-term cash 
cattle prices, analysts con¬ 
tacted by CNS said. 

The report pegged the 
C-O-F figure at 92% of a 
year ago, placements at 
98% and marketings at 
}.96.%i ■ according to the 
USDA.,' 

The marketing figure 
was on the low side of most 
analysts’ estimates in a 
CNS survey, which ranged 
from 96-103%. The figure 
indicates there is no relief 
for cattle prices in the 
coming weeks, said Greg 
Schimkat of Victorio Com¬ 
modities. 

The marketing figure 
shows retailers and whole¬ 
salers do not have to "rash 
out and build inventories of 
beef," said Dick Hummel, 
Formers'Grain and Live¬ 
stock analyst. 


However, it is not low 
enough to merit a reaction 
in the cash market, said 
Tom Tippens of Profes¬ 
sional Cattle Consultants, 
Inc. 

The surprise in the report 
was the placement figure of 
98%, which fell at th 0 1°* 
end' of analysts' expecta¬ 
tion, which ranged from 
97-112.5% and averaged. 
105.8% in a CNS survey. 

The placement figure in¬ 
dicates there Is a backlog of 
feeder cattle that need to 
be placed, Hummel said. A 
lot of feeder cattle are still 
in first hands, he said. 

The light placements 
show the present economic 
situation in the cattle 
feeding industry is not 
positive enough to place

Lodwick speaks at KLA meeting! content will not end surplus 
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By PAMELA MARCOTTE 

"President Reagan is in 
the midst of doing what 
this country asked him to 
do. Don’t let him down 
now," said Seeley Lodwick, 
quoting from secretary of 
agriculture, John R. 
Block's speech before the 
Kansas Livestock Assn, 
Convention and Trade 
Show, in Wichita recently. 

Block, unable to speak at 
the convention due to farm 
bill action, sent Lodwick, 
undersecretary for interna¬ 
tional affairs and commun¬ 
ity programs, to deliver his 
message to cattlemen. He 
began with the story of a 
woman and her frustration 
with the President's pro¬ 
gram. 

"A few weeks ago some¬ 
one on my staff Bpoke with 
a lady who was calling from 
nearby Maryland. She was 
frustrated. She couldn't 
understand why she had to 
dig deeper into her purse to 
meet rising school lunch 
prices—especially after she 
read that the government 
spends billions on surplus 
dairy products." 

"Inflation Is killing us," 
she said. "The President's 
program just isn’t 
working." 

"After she had finished, 
we told her about the 
dilemma that the dairy pro¬ 
gram has created. We ex¬ 
plained our school lunch 
goals. Then my assistant 
spoke quite frankly. He 
told her the President’s 
economic program had just 
started—just 40 days 
before,” said Lodwick, 
quoting from Block's 
speech. 

“You sound like an in- 
.telligent woman,” he told 
her. “Are you actually tell¬ 
ing me that you're giving 
up oh the President's pro¬ 
gram after only 40 days? 
Don't you realize it has 
taken nearly 40 years to 
get ourselves into this 


mess?" There was a silence 
on the telephone—the 
caller admitted she had 
been a bit hasty." 

Lodwick emphasized 
Block's message for cat¬ 
tlemen to support Presi¬ 
dent Reagan’s budget plan. 

"The success of this od- 
minatrotion will be your 
success," said Loilwick, 
quoting from Block’s 
speech. "And my confi¬ 
dence grows every time 1 
meet with groups such ns 
the Knnsas Livestock 
Assn.—people that are will¬ 
ing to accept the new re¬ 
sponsibilities that this ad¬ 
ministration is giving to 
the private sector." 

The policy concerning 
nutrition and dietary goals, 
and agricultural exports 
were two areas of the Presi¬ 
dent's plan addressed. 

As to the policy concern¬ 
ing nutrition, Lodwick said 
nutrition and the health of 
people around the world is 
important to American 
agriculture. A productive 
and reliable agriculture is 
important to our nutri¬ 
tional efforts. 

According to Lodwick 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture feels a strong respon¬ 
sibility to food and human 
nutrition information, edu¬ 
cation and research. 

When Block announced 
the continued publication 
of the Dietary Guidelines, 
he received several calls 
and letters from agricul¬ 
tural organizations ques¬ 
tioning portions of the 
publication. 

"I announced we would 
not rescind publication pf 
our Dietary Guidelines. 1 
said wo would hu updating 
the guidelines to reflect

million, Toepfer said. A 
theoretical increase in com¬ 
pound feed groin tuage of 
perhaps 2 to 3 million tons 
would have to be Bold at 
great expense to feed pro¬ 
ducers without eliminating 
the surplus, the company 
said. 

Toepfer said the trade 
policy repercussions of pro¬ 
tectionist measures or vol¬ 
untary export restriction 
agreements with the U.S., 
such as the Tapioca Agree¬ 
ment with Thailand, make 
such alternatives imprac¬ 
ticable. 

The agriculture policy di¬ 
lemma of how to cope with 
structural overproduction 
while increasing farm 
prices around 6 to 7% an¬ 
nually might be solved by 
introducing a system simi¬ 
lar to the U.S. target price 
and deficiency payments 
scheme, Toepfer said.

CFTC-SEC pact has fed approval 


The jurisdictional agree¬ 
ment between the Secur¬ 
ities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission (SEC) and the 
Commodity Futures Trad¬ 
ing Commission (CFTC) 
has the approval of Federal 
Reserve Board and U.S. 
Treasury officials, SEC 
chairman, John Shad told 
CNS recently. 

At a press conference an¬ 
nouncing the agreement 
which gives SEC control 
over physical securities op¬ 
tion markets, Shad said 
federal and treasury of¬ 
ficials were given informal 
briefings of the general 
outline of the agreement. 


Farm groups support relaxed 
federal water use restrictions 


Shad said the officials 
were glad the two agencies 
were settling their long¬ 
standing battle over which 
agency should regulate cer¬ 
tain financial instrument 
contracts. 

He added that the initial 
reaction to the pact from 
officials of securities ex¬ 
changes and futures mar¬ 
kets had been "afirm- 
ative." 

But CFTC chairman 
Philip Johnson said it was 
too early to gauge the reac¬ 
tion of the industry. 

Johnson met with com¬ 
modity futures exchange 
officials recently to discuss 
the matter and said they 
came away “understanding 
the arrangement.” 

He said it would be a 
matter of days before the 
reactions of the securities 
and futures industries 
would become clear.

Cured meats account for 
"only a small proportion of 
the total exposure to nitro- 
samines," the report said. 
Of the body’s total burden 
of nitrite only 8.8%, or 0.17 
micrograms out of 1.1 total 
dietary micrograms per 
day, is from cured meat. 

Since the committee was 
unable to estimte the addi¬ 
tional risk of sickness and 
death from botulism that 
might occur if nitrite use 
waa reduced. in certain 
meats, and because of the 
inconclusive evidence that 
nitrite ie a cancer-causing 
substance, the committee 
recommended alternative 
curing agents be sought 
and tested. 

According to a National 
Research Council spokes¬ 
person contacted by WLJ, 
a follow-up report on alter¬ 
native curing agents will be 
released In March or April 
of 1982. 

Further studies to de¬ 


velop feasible means of 
reducing nitrato content in 
naturally oceuring sources 
such as vegetables and 
some drinking water were 
also called for by the group. 

Outside of occupational 
exposure, the study cited 
tobacco smoke as the lead¬ 
ing single source of nitro- 
sq mines. One pack of filter 
cigarrettes accounts for 17 
micrograms—100 times 
that listed for cured meats. 
Milk, fruit juices, beer, 
drugs, cosmetics, agricul¬ 
tural chemicals and new 
car interiors were also 
listed as sources.

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Seeding alfalfa in 
saline seep area 
stops water flow 





Scoring alfalfa in the 
recharge area of a saline 
seep is tho quickest and 
most effective way to dry 
out the deep subsoil and 
stop water flow to a saline 
seep. 

For best results, pick the 
variety beat suited to your 
field conditions, says 
USD A. soil scientist Paul 
Brow, Bozeman, Mont. He 
tested 11 alfalfa varieties 
for rooting depth, water 
use and hay yield and their 
ability to eliminate saline 
seep problems as quickly 
as possible. 

Saline seeps are wet, sal¬ 
ty areas in non-irrigated 
soils on which crop produc¬ 
tion is reduced or 
eliminated. Once formed, 
they often grow in area 
from 6 to 10% per year. 
Tholr basic cause is the 
geology of tho region, farm¬ 
ing practices, and excess 
water during fallow or high 
procipitation periods. This, 
axcoss water moves beyond 
the root zone, picking up 
salts. When this salty 
wator encounters an im¬ 
permeable or slowly 
permeable soil layer, it 
forms a water table and 
flows down-slope to re¬ 
surface as a seep. As this 
water ovaporates, it leaves 
beliind a salt crust on the 
soil surface.

Embryo transfer, the 
newest ' animal breeding 
technique, promises the 
possibility of achieving 
greater genetic improve¬ 
ment in cattle in the U.S. 
and in many other coun¬ 
tries around the world. 

Evolved over the past 
three decades, the exotic 
technique is touted as a 
surefire means of increas¬ 
ing the number of progeny 
from cows of superior gene¬ 
tic background for the beef 
and dairy industries. 

Scientists at Cornell 
University who have ex¬ 
perimented with freezing 
the embryos are now step¬ 
ping up efforts to preserve 
the embryos for long per¬ 
iods of time, making the 
banking of embryos a pos¬ 
sibility. Commercial em¬ 
bryo transfer companies 
already are using the tech¬ 
nique to expand domestic 
and foreign markets.

The procedure, in a nut¬ 
shell, works this way: em¬ 
bryos are removed from a 
valuable cow and then plac¬ 
ed into the reproductive 
tract of surrogate cows 
which simply serve as “in¬ 
cubators." Thus the cow 
that “donates" embryos 
serves as the reservoir of 
superior genetic material. 

All of this is being ac¬ 
complished without surgi¬ 
cal procedures, so there is 
no interference with, milk 
production (lactation) and 
no risk due to anesthesia. 

The embryo transfer 
technique is much more 
complicated than it sounds. 
Left to their own devices, 
cows usually release one 
egg about every 21-day cy¬ 
cle. With hormone treat¬ 
ments, the cow can be in¬ 
duced to produce up to 20 
eggs during the monthly 
cycle. This procedure, call¬ 
ed "superovulation," can 
be repeated several times a 
year. ■ 

Then, these eggs are fer¬ 
tilized through artificial in¬ 
semination before being 
removed from the donor 
cow. 

Meanwhile, the cows 
selected to receive the 
donor’s embryos are “tun¬ 
ed up" physiologically to 


carry the embryos to ma¬ 
turity; this procedure is 
known as “estrus syn¬ 
chronization." In other 
words, both the donor cow 
and the recipients must be 
in the same physiological 
condition in terms of 
estrous cycles to handle a 
sequence of intricate bio¬ 
logical events leading to 
successful pregnancies. 

Until a few years ago, 
surgery was required to 
remove and transfer em¬ 
bryos. Now, these steps are 
done non-surgically, 
according to Robert H. 
Foote of Cornell, one of the 
nation's leading experts on 
embryo transfer. 

“One week after in utero 
fertilization, an average of 
8 viable embryos can be 
harvested," Foote ex¬ 
plains. "About 4 or 6 will 
result in successful preg¬ 
nancies yielding healthy 
calves in recipient cows." 

"Super calves" that were 
born in North America in 
1970 as a result of embryo 
transfer are estimated at 
17,000, and more than 
20,000 in 1980; the number 
is expected to increase 
rapidly in the years ahead. 

Commercially nonexis¬ 
tent before 1972, the em¬ 
bryo transfer technology 
has mushroomed into a $25 
million business today, 
with a number of biological 


engineering firms offering 
embryo transfer services. 

"In its early days,” says 
Foote, "this technology 
was used primarily for 
research and for improve¬ 
ment of beef cattle, but in 
recent years, it has become 
a major tool to upgrade 
dairy herds." 

Success with bovine em¬ 
bryo transfer was achieved 
by American scientists ip 
1951. In the last decade, 
the development of new 
drugs and techniques, cou¬ 
pled with demands for em¬ 
bryo transfer services by 
the cattle industry, have 
led to significant advances. 

Citing factors that are 
crucial to the development 
of this technology, Foote 
says that artificial in¬ 
semination is an Integral 
part of the procedure. 

Another factor essential 
to the success with embryo 
transfer is estrus syn¬ 
chronization that brings 
the> donor and recipient 
cows into the estrous 
cycles at the same time. 

Cornell’s research team 
also is working to improve 
the method of deep freezing 
embryos in liquid nitrogen 
for long term storage. 
Sperm cells can be frozen 
for years. If embryos can 
be kept viable similarly, 
this would open up new ex¬ 


port markets for embryos 
of superior cows. Frozen 
embryos, for one thing, can 
be shipped overseas at 
costs much less than trans¬ 
porting live animals. Also, 
disease problems con be 
reduced, although not en¬ 
tirely eliminated. 

More importantly, calves 
born from foreign reci¬ 
pients acquire some pas¬ 
sive immunity against local 
diseases. Frequently, ani¬ 
mals do poorly from lack of 
resistance to diseases when 
they are introduced into a 
different country, especial¬ 
ly in tropical areas. 

The idea of producing 
better cattle this way is not 
new. The world's first suc¬ 
cessful embryo transfer 
was accomplished In rab¬ 
bits in I860 at Cambridge 
University in England. It 
has been used since for 
research in more than a 
dozen species of animals, 
especially the mouse, rab¬ 
bit, sheep, goat, cow and 
horse. 

Use of frozen embryos 
also would reduce the need 
for costly estrus syn¬ 
chronization and main¬ 
tenance of a large number 
of recipient cows. If foster 
mothers ore not available, 
valuable embryos could be 
kept until cows are ready to 
accept an embryo transfer. 

Scientists are probing 


many other exciting possi¬ 
bilities as the embryo 
transfer technology be¬ 
comes more refined. In 
Foote’s view, obtaining 
twins by transferring two 
embryos in one recipient is 
a distinct possibility. Such 
a development would have 
a major Impact on the beef 
industry. 

A more dramatic possi¬ 
bility is sex control of off¬ 
spring by identifying male 
or female chromosomes in 
embryos. Another benefit 
of this technology could be 
detection of gross chromo¬ 
somal abnormalities. 

Around the corner may 
be cloning of embryos, 
which would multiply the 
number of progeny possi¬ 
ble from embryos of the 
desired sex and genetic 
mnkoup. 

The possibility of using 
embryo transfer techno¬ 
logy for other species of 
farm animals, especially 
swine and sheep, as well as 
for preservation of en¬ 
dangered species of wild 
animals, ia real, too. 

Summing up, Foote says; 
"Use of embryo transfer 
technology Is increasing 
rapidly. As the technique 
continues to be improved, 
freezing of embryos and on- 
the-farm simple transfer 
procedures will decrease 
the costs markedly."

Japan will not review it's 
beef import quota for tho 
latter half of fiscal 1981, en¬ 
ding next March, despite 
Australian protests, a 
government source told 
UnicomNews recently. 

“There's no way we can 
review the quota.. .1 just 
don't understand why 
Australia is sending such a 
ranking official as Mr. 
(Peter) Nixon," said an of¬ 
ficial of Japan’s Ministry 
of Agriculture, Forestry 
and Fisheries (MAFF) who 
did not want to be named. 

Angered that the quota 
was reduced by about 4000 
tons to 58,300 tons, Nixon, 
Australia's primary in¬ 
dustry minister, recently 
lodged a protest with the 
Japanese Charge D'af¬ 
faires. 

"Our basic policy is to 
Import (beef) on a global 
basis. To bilaterally in- 
croaso Imports from 
Australia alone is against 
the rules of international 
trade," said the official 

Australia had raised 
questions as to why the 
reduction was made in the 


general quota of 51,000 
tons, while no trimming 
was made in tho special 
quota of 7,800 tons, which 
comes mostly from the 
U.S. 

The official said no reduc¬ 
tion was made in the 
special quota because de¬ 
mand there Is constant and 
no significant change has 
occurred in past years, 
whereas demand of the 
general quota category 
shifts from time to time. 

Acknowledging Austra¬ 
lia's market share has 
declined below 70% recent¬ 
ly from a high as 85% in 
the late 1970s, the official 
stressed "Japan's share in 
Australia total beef ex¬ 
ports has been steadily ris¬ 
ing and reached 20%." 

The U.S. share in the 
Japanese market In 1980 is 
estimated at nearly 25%. 

Trade sources contacted 
by UCN recently strongly 
implied MAFF decided not 
to trim the special quota to 
ease U.S. demands for 
more open entry to the 
Japanese beef market. 

One said he thought 


Japanese bureaucrats were 
ca to ring to U.S. demands 
for more open Japanese 
markets, failing to take in¬ 
to account a possible U.S. 
embargo if U.S. meat sup¬ 
plies fall short. 

Australia is a more 
reliable supplier, the source 
said. 

However the government 
official said U.S. beef ex¬ 
ports to Japan account for 
less than 0.5% of total U.S. 
production and "even if the 
U.S. did (embargo), we can 
divert imports from 
Canada and New Zealand." 

Japanese end-users have 
recently complained about 
the poor quality of 
Australian beef, some 
reporting spoiled beef in 
the ahipmentB from Darl¬ 
ing Dan, a major Austral¬ 
ian packer. 

The MAFF official said 
the problem has reduced 
popularity of not only 
Australian beef but im¬ 
ported beef as a whole, 
which also was a contri¬ 
buting factor for the quota 
reduction. 


Available loan funds increase for 
year despite decline of loan quality 


The availabllty of loan¬ 
able funds at agricultural 
banka increased for the se¬ 
cond consecutive year 
despite reported declines in 
the overall quality of bank 
farm loan portfolios for the 
Second year in stow. : 

Agricultural bankers, 
responding to an agricul¬ 
tural credit survey con¬ 
ducted by the American 
Bankers Assp. (ABA), in¬ 
dicate that loan renewals, 
refinancings, delinquencies 
and losses all increased 
during the year, but the 
rpajqrity, of bankers noted 
that the .quality of their 
farm loans was better than 
the overall quality of their' 
general business loans. 

While twice as many 
agricultural bankers report 
declines rather than in¬ 
creases in the quality of 
their farm loan portfolio, 
mdst agreed that low farm, 
ices atid ' net incomes 
iVe 'caused' the-: overall 
iality of -form loans .to 
eteriorate to the levels 
tdached In 1974 and 1976. 
J.fltowever, bankers report 
they .discontinued less, than 
8%;pfthelr:farrn borrowers

ducted by the ABA Agri¬ 
cultural Bankers Division 
indicate that it has been a 
task adjusting to changing 
economic conditions, new 
regulations and financial 
instruments, high interest 
rates, and a farm economy 
characterized by eroding 
economic prospects. 

Highlights of the ABA 
mid-1981 survey, released 
here at the ABA Agricul¬ 
tural Bonkers Conference, 
indicate that more than 
half of the responding

are seeking new farm loan

Cash hog prices ore ex¬ 
pected to average In the 
$45 to $47 per cwt. range at 
the seven m^Jor terminal 
markets in 1082, Universi¬ 
ty of Missouri Agricultural 
Economist Glenn Grimes 
said at a Top Farmers of 
America Price Trends con¬ 
ference recently. 

Based on gilt and sow 
slaughter data from two 
major U.S. packers and on 
USDA pig farrowing pro¬ 
jections the past few 
months, Grimes said 
slaughter of barrows and 
gilts in 1982 is expected to 
decline 1 . 6 % from year- 
earlier Levels, reports CNS. 

Grimes’ packing plant 
survey showed slaughter of 
gilts as of Dec. 1 up 3% 
from a year earlier. Prelim¬ 
inary data also suggests 
bow slaughter has been 
down slightly, although in¬ 
creased marketings at the 
end of November ore likely 
to aitor that trend, Grimes 
said. 

Expectations for contin¬ 
ued high interest rates and 
lower farm profits should 
keep hog numbers down 
during the coming year. 
Grimes said. The possibil¬ 
ity for some improvement 
in the economy and 
decreased supplies of com¬ 
peting meats such as beef 
and poultry In 1082 could 
also strengthen hog prices, 
Another factor that 
could be beneficial to the 
bog and cattle industry in 
coming months would be a 
severe winter through 
much of the Midwest, 
Grimes said. He said the 
last mild winter has contri¬ 
buted to increased animal 
numbers during the past 
year.
